Two teenage boys who 
went for a walk last Saturday 
afternoon while camping near 
Whiffin Spit broke what police 
believe to be the biggest drug 
case in Greater Victoria 
history, involving about 
$120,000 worth of marijuana. 


Weather 

Unsettled weather in the 
Victoria area will probably 
bring cloudy skies with some 
sunny periods today and 
Friday, with the possibility of 
showers. There is no warming 
trend in sight and daytime 
temperatures will stay in the 
low 60s with overnight lows in 
the mid-40s. 
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An investigation that ended 
15 hours after the boys found 
10 suspicious cardboard boxes 
saw three men arrested on 
narcotics charges and police 
seize more than 500 pounds of 
marijuana as well as an 18- 
foot' pleasure craft. 

John Lyle Babcock, 27, 
Michael Lalain, 30, and 
Ronnie Richard Larsen, 28, all 
believed to be Nanaimo 
district residents, appeared 
Tuesday before Judge 
William Ostler to hear the 
three-count Sooke RCMP 
charge. 

They were charged jointly 
with possession of marijuana 
Sunday for the purpose of 
trafficking, trafficking in 
marijuana Sunday and con¬ 
spiracy between Saturday and 
Monday "at or near Sooke and 
elsewhere . . . with persons 
unknown" to traffic in 
marijuana. 

At the request of prosecutor 
Michael Hutchison, the three 
were remanded by Ostler to 
Friday for consideration of 
bail. It was learned at least 
one of the three had retained 
Vancouver lawyer Syd Simons 
as defence counsel- 

RCMP and other sources 
told this story: 

Two Victoria boys aged 14 
and 15 were walking on the 
beach at Whiffin Spit, about 25 
miles southwest of Victoria, at 


Press talks 
open again 

The industrial inquiry commission into 
the Victoria Press dispute reopened 
Wednesday in Vancouver, following an 11- 
day adjournment 

Commissioner Clive McKee called both 
union and management representatives to 
the meetings as time ran out on his ap¬ 
pointment. 

An earlier negotiation session lasted for 
13 days and nights. 

Recommendations by the com¬ 
missioner for the five contracts which are 
the subject of the dispute will go to 
management and union members for 
ratification or rejection. 

The dispute, which erupted Dec. 1 when 
some 25 pressmen struck the plant, has left 
Victoria without a daily newspaper for the 
past six months.

Waterfront site 
sale confirmed 


Now 


it’s official — the 
provincial government has 
purchased the Reid Centre 
property on Wharf Street for 
$1.7 million. 

The sale agreement was 
completed last Friday, ending 
more than three months of 
speculation on the future of 
the three-acre waterfront site. 

At the height of that 
speculation, The Express 
reported April 25 that the 
government had purchased 
the property or was about to 
do so, a report that sub¬ 
sequently drew a denial from 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer in the B.C. 
legislature. 

Resources Minister Bob 
Williams, who first announced 
the purchase at a weekend 
logging sports festival, said 
later that more significant 
than the deal itself will be the 
outcome of a public hearing 
next month in which Vic¬ 
torians will be asked how they 
wish to see the property 
developed. 

The public meeting — 
already at City Hall it's being 
called the "Circus Maximus" 
— will be held at McPherson 
Playhouse at 7:30 p.m. June 5. 

Williams said the govern¬ 
ment will be completely open 
to suggestions from the public 
but he sees the development of 
the site as being "semi- 
commercial and also very 
public.” 

He said he was impressed 
with architect Arthur 
Erickson’s proposals for the 
harbor and for low-scale 


commercial "shopping, 
drinking and the like" 
development on the Reid 
property. 

(The minister was ap¬ 
parently confusing two 
separate aspects of 
Erickson's Inner Harbor 
Study. Erickson's report 
assumed that the Reid Centre 
would be built as originally 


planned. The commercial 
development he suggested as 
a waterfront focus for 
pedestrian activity 
specifically referred to the 
Ocean Cement site). 

The Reid site's 500-foot strip 
of waterfront is "one of the 
most significant spots in the 
province,” said Williams, and

Two oil companies—Gulf 
and Shell—this weekend 
headed for a showdown June 4 
with the provincial govern¬ 
ment over increases in the 
price of gasoline. 

The companies have raised 
wholesale prices above the 8 
cents a gallon limit requested 
by the B.C. Energy Com¬ 
mission and the commission 
has ordered the companies to 
appear before it June 4 in 
Vancouver to justify the in- 


Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald announced the 
move in the legislature 
Tuesday but would not say 
what the government will do if 
the companies refuse to at¬ 
tend the meeting or fail to 
justify the price increases. 

Gulf this week raised its 
prices 8.6 cents and Shell's 
price was up 8.8 cents. 

The move may force the 
government to proclaim Bill 
18, which would give the 
energy commission power to 
control gasoline and other 
petroleum prices. 

That legislation is already 
passed by the legislature and 
Energy Commission chair¬ 
man Dr. A. R. Thompson has 
hinted the government may 
proclaim it if oil companies 
don’t follow provincial 
guidelines. 

When Macdonald in¬ 
troduced the bill, he said the 
new section would not be 
proclaimed if oil companies 
acted responsibly in raising 
gas prices. He later said a 
justifiable increase would not 
exceed 8 cents a gallon at the 
wholesale level. 

The section would require 
increases in the price of 
petroleum products to be 
approved by the energy 
commission. Any increase six 
months prior to proclamation 
of the bill would be subject to 
scrutiny by the commission 
and would have to be justified. 

In Vancouver, a spokesman 
for Shell said the company 
was not deliberately 
provoking a confrontation and 
was applying the same price 
increase in each province. 

"Why should we make an 
exception for British 
Columbia when the price is up 
8.8 cents in every other 
province (west of Quebec)?” 
the spokesman said. 

"The 8.8 cent increase is 
well within the federal 


MINISTER'S PR CAPER: 

Tax-paid flack 


The public information 
section of the provincial 
department of recreation and 
conservation issued a press 
release last week that dealt 
exclusively with Minister 
Jack Radford’s trap-shooting 
capabilities. 

At the taxpayers’ expense, 
the department sent out an 
estimated 850 envelopes, each 
containing one sheet of in¬ 
formation about the 
minister’s trap-shooting 
record, plus two 8-by-10-inch 
glossy photographs showing 
Radford holding an armful of 
trophies and shooting at an 
invisible target. 

The envelopes had a sticker 
on them that read. "This 
package contains government 
publications.” 

The release said the 
minister was "about to settle 


the question of whether or not 
he’s a champion trap 
shooter." 

Radford would enter the 
B.C. Trap Shooting Cham¬ 
pionship to be held this 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday 
at Vancouver Rod and Gun 
Club.

It also stated that the 
minister began trap shooting 
in the late 1950s and recently 
won the Vancouver Island 
Championship. 

Asked whether his personal 
trap shooting skills should be 
publicized in official govern¬ 
ment press releases, issued at 
taxpayers' expense, the 
minister said he hadn't really 
considered that question 
before. 

And he added that he didn't 


guideline of 9.2 cents and we 
intend to maintain the 8.8 cent 
increase until we can see a 
valid reason for doing 
otherwise.” 

He said a provincial 
government proposal to 
further increase the cost of 
other petroleum products like 
bunker fuel was outside the 
terms of reference of the 
federal guidelines and—so 
far—was being resisted by the 
oil company. 

"The important thing as far 
as the company is concerned 
is that we are operating on a 
national basis and we feel we 
should maintain the same 
policy in British Columbia as 
we do in Alberta, Saskat¬ 
chewan, Manitoba and On¬ 


tario. Why should British 
Columbia be a special case?” 
-The federal government 
gave oil companies per¬ 
mission to increase their 
prices after May 15 when they 
began paying $6.50 per barrel 
for crude oil, an increase of 
$2.70 per barrel. 

The crude oil price increase 
amounts to 8 cents per gallon. 

Meanwhile, most pump 
prices in Victoria were up at 
least 8 cents per gallon and 
some were up by 10 cents. 

However, the B.C. Energy 
Commission has raid there is 
no excuse for an independent 
dealer to increase his price to 
cents per gallon when his 
wholesale price is up only 8 
cents (or 8 8 cents tops). 


Whale dies 
—burst 
blood clot 


Nootka is dead 

Her death was quick, quiet 
and dramatic. 

It came Monday when most 
of Victoria was lining the 
streets for the annual Victoria 
Day parade. 

She and Haida, the other 
killer whale at Sealand of the 
Pacific at Oak Bay Marina, 
were unobserved, except by 
their trainer, as they were 
given their vitamin dosage at 
9 a.m. 

Nootka, who had been 
allowed to develop naturally 
without any concentrated 
training since she was placed 
in the whale pen last October, 
behaved normally. 

At 10:30 a.m., when it was 
time for a second feeding and 
vitamin dosage, Haida sur¬ 
faced as usual. 

He ate but he kept going 
back to one area of the pool. 

A diver was sent down there 
and Nootka could be seen 
lying on the bottom — dead. 

Haida, reports Sealand 
veterinarian Dr. Allan Hoey, 
acted in a protective manner, 
keeping the diver at a distance 
from the dead whale. 


Hoey, pathologist I)r Ken 
Thornton and three other 
veterinarians worked through 
the night to confirm the cause 
of death. 

"She had a super dandy 
aneurysm,” Hoey reported, 
"In other words, the 
ballooning of a blood vessel to 
the point that it became so big 
that you could have placed a 
water melon inside." 

Hoey explained that the 
aneurysm had been building 
up for a lengthy period, at 
least months, perhaps years. 
This was deduced from the 
fibrous layers that had built 
up inside the vessel, making 
the blood flow inside in 
creasingly more difficult. 

"We found she had a five- 
inch tear," he said. "When the 
vessel burst, the blood must 
have flown like a fountain, 
completely filling the chest 
cavity and collapsing the 
lungs. 

"She would have fainted, 
suffocated and died quickly. ' 

Hoey said the post-mortem 
proved that even if an X-ray 
had been possible there would

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COLUMNIST’S CORNER, TV P roducer hates s ' 9 h1 

of egomaniac thespians 


A Toronto producer of CBC television dramas, visiting our 
town this week, has been teriing me about his secret wee. He 
hates actors, 

It is a curious kind of loathing. Since his own success and 
that of the writers and directors of his scripts, relies, in the final 
analysis, on the gifts of the performers, he must never show his 
true feelings But. to him, they are the D P 's of the creative 
arts, the initials standing for Displaced Personalities. 

“No other profession. - ' he observed at one low point, “can 
claim such a concentration of engaging neurotics, charming 
egomaniacs, talented Emotional misfits and precocious 
children. To work with them for any length of time, as I have, is 
the perfect (nullification for entrance into a mental institution, 
either as inmate or supervisor." 

My own contribution to the subject takes the form of the 
memories of the year I spent sharing an abode with a weird 
variety of show people, including a number of thespians, at least 
two of whom have gone on to great success. 


Looking back now on those days I think of them as My Silent 
Period. Following an actor, conversationally, is like following a 
spectacular seal act or. as W. Shakespeare put it, “As in a 
theatre, the eyes of men, after a well-graced actor leaves the 
stage, are idly bent on him that enters next, thinking his prattle 
to be tedious." 

I learned then that actors, unlike, say, plumbers, do not 
hang up their coats and go to work. They are always at work 
The actor, by the very nature of his talent, is easily and 
naturally given to self-dramatization and often acts not merely 
his assigned roles, but his entire life. 

It is easy to put this down to an over-inflated ego. H. L. 
Mencken, for example, cruelly defined the actor as a silly 
youngster grown older, but otherwise unchanged, and opined 
that "the most modest of them matches the conceit of the 
solitary pretty girl on a slow ship.” 

Maybe so. 

But often this conceit expresses itself in an admirable poise. 


an ability to be vastly entertaining company and even, by a 
sense of drama, to give a new dimension of zest to the com¬ 
monplace. 

In my year of what we used to call the Bohemian Life I often 
detested actors for their insufferable vanity. But I bolstered 
their vanity willingly for the joy of the performance and always 
with that secret envy of those of us who only sit and watch. 

As with any form of vanity, I observed, the actor s conceit is 
a cruel master. Nothing is quite as sad as the aging idol 
struggling to keep on top. Yet that, itself, may be a valiant 
performance. 

The real trouble w ith all but the truly great actors, as it is 
with all extroverts, is that the facade is everything and what 
goes on inside is secondary. 

I have known actors whose conversation, whose 
philosophical outlook, seemed mature until they played a return 
engagement and I discovered that what had seemed intelligence 
was merely a well-rehearsed repertoire of miming. 


It stands to reason that a man who plays upon an audience's 
emotions is not liable to indulge in too much soul searching. It is 
the effect, not the substance, that concerns him. He is rarely 
more than the imitator, very seldom the creator, and so you 
must expect the high shine with few base metals underneath. 

This explains why so much acting, particularly in the im¬ 
mediacy of the television screen, is ineffective. Realism is lost 
because the actor is merely giving his shallow conception of 
what life ought to be and hardly ever is. A wise critic once 
wrote: "The average actor holds the mirror up to nature and 
sees in it only the reflection of himself." 

Yet every once in a while, as my Toronto friend concedes, 
there comes along an understanding actor who has the magic 
touch of interpretation, the gift of projecting the writer's 
imaginings in perfect harmony with his own concept of the role. 
When that happens you have the complete fulfillment of the 
creative process.

have been no way in which her 
life could have been saved. 

“As a matter of fact, being 
at Sealand possibly prolonged 
her life," he said. "She had 
been forced to rest there 
while, in her natural habitat 
she would have been swim¬ 
ming long distances and been 
forced to forage for food. 
Death would have come much 
sooner.” 

Iloey said Nootka un¬ 
doubtedly suffered from 
arterial sclerosis (hardening 
of the arteries), which is a 
common cause of aneurysms, 
found in man and other 
animals. 

He said Dr. Michael Biggs, 
biologist at the fisheries 
biological station in Nanaimo, 
will make sectioas of Nootka's 
teeth, correlate her size with 
his data on other whales, and 
make other examinations in 
an effort to determine her age. 

Arterial sclerosis is more 
common in older animals. 

Haida. captured in 1969. is 
now seven years old and 
Nootka was the second female 
killer whale Sealand had 


brought in, hoping to provide 
him with a mate. 

The first was Chimo, the 
albino whale that died of a 
hereditary disease that is 
prevalent among albino 
children and white mice, as 
well as albino whales. It strips 
the body of the ability to fight 
infection. 

Haida, after the initial 
protective behaviour when 
Nootka died, appears unaf¬ 
fected by his loss. His eating 
habits are normal and he 
appears eager to go through 
his routines. 

Sealand president Bob 
Wright said he was shocked 
when informed of Nootka's 
death. 

"She was 100 per cent 
normal right up to the end." 
he said, "and I’m resigned to 
the fact there was nothing 
anyone could have done. It 
was just the giving up of a 
vital piece of her anatomy." 


find again. The indentation 
was facing the water and a 
large tree grew out of the 
bank. 

The21 boxes, all roughly the 
same size, were about 18 in¬ 
ches long, one foot wide and 
one foot deep. Some were 
detergent boxes. All were 
made of heavy cardboard. 
Some were covered with 
newspapers and Mexican 
toilet paper. 


Police, who declined to 
name the property owner or 
the teenagers, set up a 
stakeout at once. Four men 
took up positions in bushes 
and three were on roads. The 
seven came from Sooke 
RCMP detachment and the 
Victoria drug squad. 

At about l a.m. Sunday, a 
truck drove into the area and 
one man was arrested. At 


about 6 a.m., two others were 
arrested aboard the 18-foot 
boat berthed at Sooke Har¬ 
bour Marina. There was no 
resistance at either point. 

Police were still checking 
the boxes at last report but the 
unofficial estimates of 21 
boxes with 25 pounds each 
provides a total of 525 pounds 
of marijuana. Experts said 
that much would sell on the 
street for $120,000 or more.

King Charles II once told his cabinet that Parliament was 
necessary but there had to be someone to control the actions of 
the elected representatives. 

Charles was aware that many members of parliament were 
involved in land deals, trade deals and that some were directly 
or indirectly in the pay of France, then the major European 
power. For them, the interests of their nation or people came 
last. 

One of the reasons for the conflict between monarch and 
Parliament was that the king had at his disposal information on 
the business interests of members of parliament and senior 
government officials. 

Since then, parliament has stripped monarchs of power. But 
in so doing successive governments have made certain not to 
hand down to the people this privilege of the crown. History 
shows the public has paid dearly for being denied information on 
the business interests of their rulers. 

In Canada, elected members of parliament, legislative 
assemblies and councils have been successful to date in fighting 
off any legislation forcing them to disclose their business in¬ 
terests. 


Thus it is not surprising to tind elected representatives nice 
Surrey mayor Bill Vander Zalm and his colleagues fighting with 
all their powers to stop the government from passing the Public 
Officials Disclosure Act. 

One of Vander Zalm’s arguments for opposing the bill is that 
it is aimed at blocking non-NDP members of the public from 
holding office. This is a gross-exaggeration, though it must be 
admitted that, if the act brings to light that a senior official has 
been using his office to fill his pockets, his only alternative 
would be to resign 

And why shouldn't he, whether he be Socred, Liberal, 
Conservative or NDP? 

Another argument is that the proposed legislation will 
prevent "good honest men" from running for office. Do elected 
representatives believe the public to be as naive as that ? 

It may be of interest to opponents of the bill to know that 
elected representatives in the United States have to disclose 
their business interests. Will Mayor Vander Zalm and his 
colleagues suggest that Canadian politicians are more honest 
than their U.S. counterparts? 

Good King Charles would laugh at that one. 

The Public Officials Disclosure Act is the most democratic 
legislation proposed by the government to date. It would be a 
major service to the people of this province. The danger is that it 
may be watered down.

by purchasing it the govern¬ 
ment hopes to "preserve the 
area in the way it would not 
otherwise be done." 

The minister again took the 
opportunity to blast Victoria 
city council for its handling of 
the Reid affair. 

He said the city "stumbled 
along the whole time with 
harbor development,” and its 
actions were directly 
responsible for the great in¬ 
crease in the cost of the land. 

Fort Victoria Holdings, the 
company owned by developer 
J. A. Reid, bought the land 
about five years ago for about 
$600,000. 

However, Williams said the 
$1.7 million paid by the 
government was “within the 
range” of prices advised by 


the government’s own ap¬ 
praisers and close to the price 
estimated by city council 
staff. 

In fact, it was exactly the 
figure suggested as a fair and 
reasonable price when the city 
first approached the 
provincial government last. 
February with the proposal 
that a city-provincial part¬ 
nership buy out Reid. The city 
suggested each should find 
$850,000. 

However, after meetings 
between Mayor Peter Pollen 
and cabinet ministers had 
failed to reach any 
agreement, city council ap¬ 
proved on April 4 Reid's 
request to sell his property 
and land-use contract to 
Commonwealth Holiday Inns 
. of Canada Ltd. 


Subsequently, on the verbal 
assurance of Williams that the 
government would buy his 
property. Reid freed himself 
from the sale agreement with 
the Holiday Inns group by 


handing over $80,000 in an out- 
of-court settlement. 

Since then, nothing more on 
the matter had been men¬ 
tioned at the provincial level 
until Williams’ weekend 
announcement.

New interest record set 

Mortgage costs up 


The mortgage interest rate 
jumped another .5 per cent at 
some banks and trust com¬ 
panies on the weekend and 
now is in the rage of 11.5 to 12 
per cent. 

The remaining banks and 
trust companies are expected 
to increase their rates to the 
new levels Soon. 

“Anyone getting a mor¬ 
tgage at 11 per cent this week 
is getting a bargain,’’ one 


investment manager said. 
“That rate won’t last long” 

While a bargain, it was an 
all-time recored that was 
shattered in turn by the latest 
increase. And there is more to 
come. 

One bank mortgage 
manager said he expected the 
prime rate to hit 12 per cent 
soon due to pressure of deposit 
rates, which are soaring to 10 
per cent on short term con¬ 
tracts. 

One bank reported it had 


established 11.5 percent as its 
new prime lending rate for 
mortgages and was being 
very restrictive about putting 
it out at that price. 

Some of its mortgages were 
going out at 11.75 per cent. 

Across the city, it was 
becoming increasingly dif¬ 
ficult to obtain mortgages, 
even at the higher rates, as 
companies were hoping for 
some type of stability to 
become evident before 
loaning out money in volume. 


DEMAND FOR ROOMS 
INCREASING PRICES 
IN WORLD FAIR CITY 


Visitors to the World's Fair 
are being victimized by price- 
gouging at Spokane hotels due 
to the huge demand for the 
limited first-class ac¬ 
commodation available, 
Victoria travel agents have 
warned. 

In some cases, says Andy 
Blaney, of Blaney's Travel 
Service Ltd., room - prices 
have spiralled from the $9 
listed several montte ago to 
$2l ahd'vi^ubrs trying hrfind 
reasonable rates are finding it 
impossible. 

“There’s no question about 
it. Unless the room was 
booked with a deposit at the 
old rate, they'll be paying 
much more.” 

Blaney said the inflated 
prices are not just limited to 
hotels. “It’ll be cheaper to go 
by tour, but some of their 
prices are inflated too.’’ 

Some Vancouver travel 
spokesmen in fact claim that 
tour agencies are the worst 
offenders, selling rooms they 
have booked en bloc for nearly 
twice the price hotels would 
have charged for individual 
bookings. 

“It’s the great American rip- 
off,’’ was the succinct 
description from Jack 
McLaren of Skyline Travel 
Service, Vancouver ticket 
office for Amtrak railway. 

B.C. Auto Association 
reservations supervisor in 
Vancouver Jean Wyenberg 
agreed: ‘Our whole ex¬ 
perience with this whole Expo 
thing has been rather 
crummy." 

And Spokane Expo c - 
ordinator for the Inland Au i 
Association Stan Miller say 
he’s “ashamed as a native ot 
this city that visitors are being 
victimized."

McLaren said it is difficult 
to find space without using the 
tour agencies, partly because 
Expo's own over-taxed 
Hospitality Services booking 
agency is not responding to 
bookings, phone calls or Telex 
messages. . 

The cost of phoning Spokane 
hotels, in hopes of finding 
space would probably bost 
more than the room, he said. 

“Right now we’re trying to 
figure out what t<r tell the 
public." In the meantime his 
agency is saying “Leave it 
with us and we ll try to see 
what we can come up with in 
the next few days.” 

Recommendations that 
visitors use outlying resort- 
style trailer camps and 
campground is the 
widespread advice from 
agents. 

In-city hotels are full for 
May and June and, in the 
downtown area, “it’s the 
quick buck. Everybody's 
playing the game like today’s 
the last day of the fair. The 
little guy is getting screwed, 
the guy on a budget. He cotnes 
here with $200 in his pocket 
and finds he's a hundred 
dollars short,” says Miller. 

Accommodation booked 
with a round-trip tour is an 
alternative, but price-gouging 
is reported in some of the 
packages. 

Gentry tours, operating out 
of Bellevue Wash., offers a 
tour including "one-night 
lodging at Ridpath Hotel, 
round trip transfers from the 
Amtrak rail line to the hotel, 
baggage handling and one 
admission ticket to Expo ’74. 

The cost is $34.95 per per¬ 
son, based on double-room 
occupancy. 

Double room rates at the 
Ridpath Hotel in downtown 
Spokane range between $16.50 
and $23 for two people, ac¬ 
cording to a desk clerk at the 
hotel. A single ticket to Expo 
costs $4. and baggage tran¬ 
sfers and handling were 
estimated by one agent to be 
worth $5 per person. 

Top cost would thus be $41 
for two people, only $6.05 more 
than the tour rate for one 
person. 

Another agency operating 
through province travel 
agents is the Air, Sea. Land 
Travel Service <ASL) of 
Spokane. It offers two nights 
at the Spokane Holiday Inn, 
transfers and handling and 
two tickets to Expo for $45.50 
per person. 

Two nights at the Holiday 
Inn, if space is available, 
would cost a couple $40, which 
with services and Expo tickets 
makes $66 the top cost for two. 

British Columbia 
Automobile Association’s 
Victoria general manager 
Ray Elston, says he’s 
received no complaints about 
any higher-than-need-be 
accommodation prices for 
individuals or tours. 


Elston said the Association 
makes arrangements through 
All Fun Travel, Vancouver 
Island Coach Lines and 
several others but does not do 
business with either Gentry or 
ASL. 

A spokesman for Vancouver 
Island Coach tours — booked 
until September — reports 
that accommodation at two* 
hotels, the Ridpath and the 
Davenport, is included in 
overall price. 

Rates for four-day tour are 
set at $81 per person for 
double accommodation and 
$102 for single, a good deal 
compared with Gentry’s and 
ASL’s. The price of the five- 
day tour is $80 for double and 
$94 for single. 

All Fun Tours have some 
unreserve seats “here and 
there” from June on. Ac¬ 
commodation is provided at a 
Holiday Inn near Spokane, 
and visitors are bused to the 
faij-. Cost is $115 per person for 
double occupancy. 

The Coach tour includes one 
ticket to Expo, the All Fun 
includes two admission 
tickets, plus baggage handling 
and tour guides. 

The Coach Lines spokesman 
said, however, their room 
accommodation was booked 
about a year ago. She added 
that hotels in and around 
Spokane are reported to be 
saving rooms for “walk-in” 
visitors. 

Director of hospitality 
services for the fair, Alan C. 
Edmunds, has promised 
refunds for visitors with room 
reservations if their hotels 
rates are hiked exorbitantly 
upon their arrival. 

No such complaints have 
been filed yet, he reports. 

Complaints will have to be 
in writing, and will be turned 
over to the state attorney- 
general. 


With interest rates fluctuating 
almost on a day-by-day basis 
and the trend being upward, 
companies could afford to be 
selective.

Welfare 
benefit 
up $20 

Starting July 1, welfare 
payments in B.C. will be in¬ 
creased by $20 for each 
family. Human Resources 
Minister Norm Levi an¬ 
nounced this week. 

The minister also an¬ 
nounced a new program under 
which employed persons 
whose take-home pay is less 
than they could get from 
welfare, may receive the 
difference in the form of 
“subsidization of earnings.” 

Also increased will be 
payments for nursing home 
and private hospital care, 
child day-care, and in some 
cases, for foster child care. 
Levi said. 

Under the new schedule, a 
single person on welfare will 
receive $160 a month; two 
people in a family will get $270 
a month. The payment rises to 
$320 for three persons in a 
family; $370 for four; $420 for 
five; $465 for six; $505 for 
seven; $545 for eight; $585 for 
9; and $625 for 10 persons. 

Payments for private 
hospital care, Levi said, will 
be increased to a maximum of 
$525 a month for any resident 
requiring subsidized care. 

Rates for subsidized child 
care in day-care centres will 
go up to $10 per child per 
month. 


quarters hour days instead of 
the normal five seven-hour 
days. 

The system is flexible. 
Clerical staff can go on the 
shortened work week if they 
want, and go off it if it doesn’t 
work out. 

Mrs. Smith said problems 
arose because her longer 
working day clashed with her 
family's daily schedule. 

"For me it means leaving a 
little boy at home in the 
morning,” said Grace Hax- 
thow, who went off the four- 
day week after only three 
days. 

On her new schedule she 
started work at 7; 15 a.m., took 
half an hour for lunch, and 
finished work at 4:30 p.m. 

This meant her son was just 
waking up when she left in the 
morning, whereas normally 
he was dressed and fed when 
she started work at 8.30. 

“Everybody was so en- 
tuhsiastic about it, and by 
Wednesday everybody was 
dragging around,” said 
Maureen Chou of the 
curriculum department. 

She said she thought the 
four-day week will work out 
for single girls who don’t have 
families to care for. 

Some staff members are 
opting for a less dramatic 
change—working an extra 
half hour each day and getting 
a long weekend every three 
weeks. 

Mrs. Smith said she’ll 
probably settle for working a 
slightly longer day in order to 
get a few afternoons off to 
attend her children’s track 
meets. 

The experiment started 
with 45 employees, said 
assistant superintendent Colin 
Glover. Each is free to 
arrange her own working day, 
providing her department 
head approves and she puts in 
a total of 35 hours a week. 

Glover said experiments in 
the United States show 
production drops when a four- 
day week is first introduced, 
but once employees get used 
to the longer working day 
production increases around 
20 per cent. 

The school board is one of 
the first places in Victoria to 
try a shortened work week, 
and by far the largest. 

Uplands Gulf Service 
Centre on Sheiboume put its 
four carwash attendants on a 
four-day 10-hour work week 
last year for six months. 

“It worked out all right,” 
said manager Garry Whit¬ 
more. When the carwash staff 
changed, the shortened week 
was dropped. 

"The only difficulty we 
found was we had to hire extra 
people," he said. 

Brian Holley Motors on 
Douglas is putting its 12 
servicemen on a three-day 
week, probably by June 1. 

Half the staff will work 
Monday to Wednesday, 12 
hours a day, with a half-hour 
for lunch and a half-hour for 
supper. The other half will 
work Thursday to Saturday. 

Manager Frank Roberts 
said the idea of the shorter 
week came from owner 
Holley, but employees are 
excited at the prospect of 
having four days off each 
week. 

“Quite a number of auto 
dealers in Vancouver have 
tried it," said Roberts. “As 
far as we know, with one 
possible exception, all are still 
on it." 

The new system will involve 
hiring four new employees, he 
said.

Parents of children at 
Northridge elementary have 
rejected criticism of the 
school and its principal Janet 
Mort which was voiced by a 
few parents. 

“I’ve never heard anyone 
complain about the school,” 
said Brewis Lomax of 4328 
Ridgewood Cres. 

“My children get up on the 
morning, eager to go to 
school," he said. "They go 
early half the time.” 

Two families have protested 
innovations introduced at the 
school this year by principal 
Mort and are planning to with¬ 
draw their children in June. 

They say the changes — 
contract study for students 


and reading and science 
centres instead of norma) 
classrooms — is bad for 
children. 

"Janet is doing an excellent 
job of a curriculum-oriented 
school,” said Harley 
Robertson, a former teacher 
now working for the depart¬ 
ment of education. 

Robertson said he 
deliberately took his child out 
of another school and moved 
him to Northridge. 

“There he’s not a filler of a 
desk." he said. "Now he's a 
person.” 

Robertson said he regarded 
emotional development of a 
child to be as important as 
academic development, and 


this is what Northridge does. 

"There’s a friendly 
relationship now that doesn't 
exist when they're lined up in 
rows,” he said. 

i spent two and a half days 
looking at schools before I 
picked Northridge," said 
James Field, a psychologist 
who moved here with his 
family in January 

"I think it’s the best 
program, other than Sun¬ 
dance, in town," he said. 
Sundance elementary. 
Greater Victoria school 
board's less-structured 
alternative school, has a long 
waiting list. 

Field said he likes the way 
the contract system puts more

They 
were on watch and bored, so 
Metivier wrote the note, stuck 
it in a green-tinged bottle and 
tossed it overboard. 

Metivier asked the finder to 
write to his grandparents, 
listing the address, but Nixon 
decided to phone them in¬ 
stead. 

William L. Stapes of 
Havertown, Penn., didn’t 
believe the caller was Nixon 
until Rebozo also got on the 
line. 

“He’s a good boy — he’s a 
fine boy," the White House 
quoted Stapes as saying. “He 
didn't do anything wrong, did 
he?" 

Nixon assured Staples he 
hadn’t.

resistance should go to the 
Middle East peace conference 
in Geneva if Israel recognized 
the “national rights" of the 
Palestinian people 
A newspaper which reflects 
the views of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization 
expressed some fear that the 
Palestinians were losing the 
support of Arab governments 
in their eagerness to make 
peace with Israel. It asked 
why the Arab governments 
had not condemned Israel s 
air and sea attacks on 
Palestinian refugee camps as 
vigorously as they had 
previously.

WASHINGTON—Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, the number two 
man in President Richard 
Nixon's election campaign of 
1972, drew a minimum 10 
months in prison Tuesday for 
helping plan the Watergate 
break-in that year 
Judge John Sirica handed 
down the sentence, which 
gives Magruder a minimum of 
10 months to a maximum of 


four years. The judge 
recommended Magruder 
sei*ve his time in a minimum 
security prison in Allenwood, 
Penn., and told him to 
surrender himself to prison 
authorities there June 4. 

Magruder was the first 
ranking White House insider 
to publicly admit his role in 
the Watergate affair and to 


accuse other presedential 
aides of participation. 

Magruder has written a 
book on the subject, excerpts 
from which are beginning to 
appear in U.S. newspapers. 

One such excerpt, ap¬ 
pearing Tuesday in the 
Baltimore Sun, quotes 
Magruder as describing how 
he told former vice-president 
Spiro Agnew about White 


House involvement in the 
break-in two days after it 
occurred. 

Meanwhile, special 
Watergate prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski has accused Nixon 
of making “a farce” of the 
Watergate investigation by 
trying to dictate what 
evidence may be used in 
criminal proceedings.

Jaworski's challenge to the 
authority of the president- 
reminiscent of the con¬ 
frontation that led to the firing 
of his predecessor—was 
contained in a long, angry 
letter to the Senate judiciary 
committee which had been 
promised that Nixon would 
not interfere in Jaworski's 
work. 

Jaworski fired off his letter 
just after Sirica ordered 
Nixon to turn over by May 31 
tape recordings of 64 von- 
versations subpoenaed by the 
special Watergate prosecutor. 

Jaworski revealed in his 
letter that Nixon’s lawyers 
secretaly argued before the 
judge last week that he had no 
right to sue the president 
because, in effect, Nixon is 
Jaworski’s boss. 

“Any claim raised by the 
White House counsel on behalf 
of the president that 
challenges my right to invoke 
the judical process against the 
president, as I am doing in an 
effort to obtain these tapes . . . 
would make a farce of the 
special prosecutor’s charter 
and is in contravention of the 
understanding I had, and the 
members of your committee 
apparently had, at the time of 
my appointment.” Jaworski 
wrote.

Trudeau has promised to 
announce a new housing 
program soon to assist those 
on middle and low incomes. 

He made the promise this 
week in St John’s, Nfld.. 
during a campaign swing 
through the Atlantic 
provinces. 

Later, in Prince Edward 
Island, the prime minister 
suggested several questions 
voters should put to opposition 
candidates. 

• Why did they destroy the 
sitting Parliament when right 
there on the order paper was 
legislation to increase the 


retirement benefits to half a 
million Canadians?" Trudeau 
asked. “Why did they vote 
against the budget which was 
reducing sales tax, 
eliminating sales tax com¬ 
pletely on clothing and 
shoes?" 

In a direct swipe at New 
Democratic Party Leader 
David Lewis’ campaign 
platform against corporate 
profits, Trudeau said: “And if 
they talk to yo>j about great 
profits of great cc -porations, 
ask them why they voted 
against a budget which was 
incereasing corporate taxes 
by $800 million in order that 
the government would have 


the $800 million to redistribute 
to those in our society which 
need it most." 

Trudeau attended his own 
nomination meeting Tuesday 
in his Montreal riding of 
Mount Royal. 

Lewis, meanwhile, con¬ 
tinued to flail away at big 
business during campaign 
appearances in Toronto and 
Winnipeg. 

In Toronto, he launched a 
thunderous attack on large 
corporations, describing them 
as “these monstrous private 
governments," and said the 
NDP had an excellent chance 
of capturing power through 
“an immensely increased” 
number of seats in Ontario.

Changes possible 


in disclosure act 

Minor modifications to the government’s new Public 
Disclosure Act “may" be introduced, Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald said this week. 

The main intention of the bill will remain but some 
"justified" complaints have been made, said Macdonald, and 
changes may be made in the original bill. 

One of the areas of the bill being looked at by the govern¬ 
ment is the requirement for a twice-yearly audit of companies 
that are controlled at least 30 per cent by a public official or 
employee. 

Someoff.cials have complained it would cost a great deal of 
money to have a second audit of their firms each year. 

Several public officials have threatened to resign because of 
the new legislation, which has not yet received second reading 
in the legislature.

The interim report, 
however, says there are 
distinct but small risks in 
taking the pill but adds that 
the beneficial side effects may 
outweigh the adverse ones.

DOCEY-DO and here they go: Pupils they entertain spectators with a display 
from Lampson Street public school of square dancing, 
honor their partners on Broad Street as 
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Ho hum, that again? 
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“You seen ’em once, you 
seen 'em enough," said 12- 
year-old Paul Charlesworth as 
he sat waiting for the Victoria 
Day Parade. “It’s mostly just 
a rerun. 

“I’ve been here every year 
without fail. In about four 
years it’ll be boring to me. 
Then it will be fun for the little 
kids.” 

Paul, a freckle-faced grade 
six student at McKenzie 
elementary in Saanich, was 
interviewed curbside on 
Government Street as he 
reviewed the parade with his 
chum Danny Henderson of 
Happy Valley. 

Danny, who’s in grade 
seven, misses the parade 
every other year so that he 
can always see something 
new. He seems disappointed 
when the same jeeps, soldiers 
and guns lead off the parade:

Why don’t they just talk it out? 
It would save lots of lives.” 

Both boys decide they like 
the floats best, “the nice ones 
with all the decorations.” 
Right away they set to looking 
for the slits cut for the float 
drivers. 

“You can see the holes they 
look out of to drive,” says 
Danny 

Premier Barrett, grinning 
and waving, comes by in an 
open car. It is the first time 
the pair have seen the 
provincial leader, but are they 
impressed? 

“No,” says Danny. “He’s 
just a person." 

Saanich Mayor Ed Lum 
approaches and Paul gets 
excited. 


"I know him! I know him!” 
he shouts. “I know where he 
lives! His family runs a 
greenhouse down by my 
house!” 

"Here come the biggest 
horses in the world,” chimes 
in Danny as the eight- 
Clydesdales team of Potter’s 
Distillers draws near. “They 
advertise beer.” 

“My sister's friend had a 
horse,” says Paul. “I went to 
an academy once to ride it— 
she use to babysit me." 

"I’ve ridden," says Danny.

THEY SAY gardening can 
be fun. But preparation for 
new plants can take the 
edge off it for some people. 
Still, James Harper of 1104 
Topaz Avenue sets to with 
enthusiasm to break up 
ground for kitchen garden. 


Victoria, city of gardens, is 
turning this year towards 
becoming a city of vegetables. 

Rows, short and long, of 
future food for the table are 
appearing in backyards which 
for years have been strictly 
for lawn and flowers. 

Main reason for the switch 
is that shoppers are 
shuddering away from 
produce counters in stores 
where lettuce, cauliflower and 
other items have often tripled 
in price while their quality 
has, shall we say, slipped 
somewhat. 

So the shoppers go home, 
open a tin of vegetables for 
supper, look out the kitchen 
window at the backyard, and 
reach a decision: Part of that 
lawn can go to a vegetable 
plot—and visions of radishes, 
baby carrots, fine sturdy 
cabbage, snow-white 
cauliflower, succulent 
tomatoes, fat tasty peas and 
such dance through the head. 

These garden plots range 
from tiny to substantial, just 
as the gardeners themselves 
range from new hands to 
seasoned veterans now 
turning back the clock, along 
with the sod. 

There is hardly a residential 
block in Greater Victoria 
without at least a brace of 
these garden patches, where 
in the evening and on 
weekends the owners may be 
seen wedding rake or hoe, 
watering, administering 
fertilizer. 

Garden shops throughout 
the district have been 
swamped by these own-food 
producers. 

“They’ve been buying 
vegetable seeds like crazy,” 
said a clerk in one garden 
store. And her words were 
echoed in the rest. 

“Besides the seeds, we can't 
keep in a supply of bedding

plants like tomatoes, onions, 
broccoli, whatever. As soon as 
they appear in the store, 
they’re sold.” 

There have been some 
problems in other areas. 

Seeds themselves have 
sometimes been hard to come 
by, and seed companies that 
issued early catalogues, while 
abiding by the prices listed, 
have found themselves paying 
as much as 100 per cent more 
wholesale. 

Next year, seeds will cost 
more. (Wouldn’t it be nice if 
next year vegetables cost 
less!) 

The seed situation has 


another inflationary side 
issue. 

Seed companies rely on 
certain growers to use those 
seeds to grow plants that will 
provide the same quality 
seeds for next year. 

This year, however, the 
frozen-food people are 
competing for those same 
growers, wanting the 
vegetables for direct freezer 
sale. Trouble is, they pay 
more for the food than the 
seed companies can for the 
seed. 

Another off-beat problem: A 
strike down east creates a 
shortage of paper for the 


envelopes in which the seeds 
are packed—so none can be 
shipped out until the supply is 
restored. 

Strikes and shortages have 
other effects on the home 
gardener 

The current shortage of 
steel, for instance, is having a 
drastic effect on garden 
implements. Stores are 
running out of rakes, hoes, 
shovels, spades. Need a 
rototiller for that big patch? 
One dealer said simply: 
“Forget it. You can't even 
order them from the States." 

One dealer reported a 
problem in garden hose 
supply. This plastic-conscious 
continent is apparently 
experiencing a shortage in 
that material, too, with the 
result that certain types of 
hose are fading from the 
shelves and not being 
replaced. 

You can still buy rubber 
hoses, which are best, but for 
them you really pay. 

Sometimes the new-hand 
gardeners must be steered 
away from creating their own 
problems. 

Once the decision is made to 
grow vegetables it all 
becomes a case of 
concentrated effort. They 
know what they want to grow, 
and they want them all 
growing NOW 

Trouble is, for some 
vegetables it’s still too early to 
plant. Plunking them into the 
ground now will probably just 
result in early blight or a 
possible touch of killing frost. 

So, the dealers say, wait up 
a bit. There’s plenty of time to 
put these late-growers down. 

Many first-time gardeners 
turn quite properly to the 
provincial department of 
agriculture for advice on the 
finer points of growing and 
maintaining a healthy 
vegetable garden.

Hockey juniors getting older 


Vancouver Canucks will prepare for their fifth National 
Hockey league season by holding their training-camp sessions 
in Victoria’s Memorial Arena, a site assistant-general manager 
Greg Douglas says the club has always wanted to occupy for 
training. 

Getting their chance at Victoria ice when Los Angeles Kings 
decided to switch their pre-season sessions to Portland and Los 
Angeles, the Canucks will open training here on Sept. 16. 

Training in their home province for the first time, the 
Canucks will face two NHL teams in pre-season games here, 
meeting the Kings on Sept. 21 and the Pittsburgh Penguins on 
Sept. 29. 

Also on the pre-season schedule are two contests with the 
Stanley Cup-champion Philadelphia Flyers, both at Vancouver, 
.Sept. 25 and 26. 


Reaction has been mixed to a proposal by the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association to increase the age limit covering 
junior hockey players. 

The junior council of the CAHA has agreed to institute the 
new rule at the start of next season. It would allow juniors in 
both major and tier-two competition to play until they are 21. 
The present age limit is 20. 

Representatives of tier-two clubs attending the CAHA 
annual meeting in Winnipeg approved the resolution almost 
unanimously. 


Opposition was expressed by the Western Canada Hockey 
League, one of the three major leagues in Canada. 

WCHL-president Ed Chynoweth said his league was not 
entirely happy with the agreement, preferring to phase in the 
number of 20-year-olds over the next two seasons. 

WCHL governors have indicated they would be in favor of a 
maximum four 20-year-olds for next season — the same number 
that was allowed several seasons ago in a trial by the league. 

But the WCHL is more upset with the new agreement 
regarding drafting of exceptional or “under-age" players by 
National Hockey League and World Hockey Association clubs. 


Both leagues have indicated they will draft some 18-year-olds 
next week in Montreal and Toronto —sites of the NHL and WHA 
drafts respectively. 

Under terms of the agreement, each team may draft one 
exceptional player, providing he is taken in the first two rounds 
of the draft. A draft fee of $40,000 per player must be paid and 
the player may not be released to a minor-league affiliate. 

“Unless the agreement with the pro leagues is 
strengthened," Chynoweth said, “our league will be reduced to 
a glorified juvenile circuit."

“One more exhibition game

Damage suit could halt Indy 500 


INDIANAPOLIS - Drivers 
of sports cars seldom attract 
attention at the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway, but Wright 
Hugus has suddenly become a 
familiar and feared name to 
Speedway officials. 

Former sports car con¬ 
testant and now a Green- 
which. Conn., lawyer. Hugus 
has filed a suit for damages 
and threatened to ask for an 
injunction that could hold up 
Sunday's scheduled 58th 
running of the famed In¬ 
dianapolis 500-mile race. 

Hugus says he represents 
several owners of cars that 
were in line for qualifying 
runs last Saturday when the 


final round of time trials 
ended promptly at the 6 p.m. 
deadline specified in the race 
entry blank. 

Saturday's session was 
marred by a rain delay of 
three hours and 37 minutes, 
but a starting lineup of 33 
drivers had been qualified, 
two alternate starters 
selected and the “bumping" 
process to eliminate slower 
qualifiers had begun when the 
deadline arrived. 

After trials were closed, 
drivers and team represen¬ 
tatives from nine of 11 cars 
waiting in line for attempts to 
qualify rushed Speedway 
officials and demanded 


chances to take their four-lap, 
10-mile, trial runs 

Stewards rejected a protest 
on behalf of the nine cars 
although the protesting group 
said the Speedway’s entry 
form promised each driver at 
least one chance to qualify 
and claimed they had been 
denied that chance. 

Officials stood firm, saying 
rules had been adhered to, and 
that re-opening qualifications 
would not be fair to the 33 
drivers who had qualified and 
the two knocked from the 
starting grid by drivers of 
faster cars. 

Hugus proposed Sunday 
that the track set up a 12th row 
of starters that would have 


broken the 33-car limit for the 
first time since 1933, but 
track-owner Tony Hulman 
and vice-president Joe 
Cloutier turned down the 
proposal. 

They did, however, agree to 
re-open qualifying runs if 
Hugus and his clients could 
obtain affidavits from 
representatives of the 33 
qualifying cars, agreeing to 
an extension 

Hugus said Monday he had 
obtained only 25 affidavits and 
that Larry Cannon, the 33rd 
qualifier, had refused to sign. 

At that time, the Con¬ 
necticut lawyer said the “very 
least" his clients would settle 
for would be “indemnity for 


expenses, return of $1,000 
entry fees" and suitable 
“damages for violation of 
their rights." 

When he filed the suit 
Tuesday, Hugus set the figure 
for “suitable damages" at $ 1 - 
million and also asked that his 
clients be given at least one 
chance to qualify their cars 

Hugus now says he is 
pressing for an early court 
decision, noting that should he 
make a successful application 
for an injunction, this could 
hold up the race until hearings 
are held. 

All he wants, he says, is a 
fair chance for his clients to 
participate in the Indy 500.

marmot 



Phillies flaunt 


Philly failings 


Vancouver Island’s unique species of marmot, relic sur¬ 
vivors from pre-pleistocene times, will come under close ob¬ 
servation over the next two or three years through a study 
financed by the Canadian section of the World Wildlife Fund. 

Lawrence Dampier •of Vancouver, a director of the 
organization, explained a little bit about the background of the 
marmot during his keynote address to the recent B.C. Wildlife 
Federation convention in Nanaimo. 

"Among the very rare species of mammals, only one has its 
entire population within the boundaries of Canada. This is the 
Vancouver Island marmot," said Dampier. 

He went on to say the entire population is confined to the 
Island, where it exists in three known and perhaps three other 
locations. 

The total known population doesn't exceed 100 individuals. 

“On the basis of present knowledge, it is one of the world's 
rarest mammals," Dampier explained. 

A trapper working on a collecting expedition for the 
University of California discovered the species in 1910 and 
nothing further was seen of them until 1938 when Ian Mc- 
Taggart-Cowan, along with Kenneth Racey, found a colony of 
about 12 individuals. 

Grinding glaciers during the ice ages failed to kill off the 
marmot population, which probably survived by finding enough 
ice-free terrain on one of the sea-girt peninsulas on the west 
coast of the Island. 

McTaggart-Cowan, now dean of graduate studies at the 
University of British Columbia, will lead the World Wildlife 
Fund study designed to find the distribution and numbers of
